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$3m extra for water plant? 


‘The Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners believe that $3 
million extra will be spent by the 
town of Wilmington if a water treat 
ment plant is to be built in North 
Wilmington like that which is off 
Butters Row 

A new plant is being designed, to 
take the rust out of the water in 
North Wilmington. Commissioner 
Arthur Smith added up the extra 
costs at the commissioners’ meeting 
November 3. The other commis: 
sionrs agreed with Smith 

Not too many weeks ago residents 
of Hathaway Acres, and residents 
from the Gowing Road area were 
visiting the water commissioners at 
their meeting in what was, essential 
ly, an “anti-rust protest."’ They pro- 
mised to show up to assist, if the 
commissioners had an article in the 
town meeting agenda, leading to a 
water treatment plant in North 
Wilmington 

Only a few of those people showed 
up at the special town meeting of Oc: 
tober 24, As a result the commis: 


sioners were unable to sell the land 
that is northerly of Route 125 — land 
that is of no use to the water com 
missioners, 

Smith and others know the land 
would have sold for about $1.4 
million. Double that for interest, and 
add a few other figures for other 
costs, and the money lost to the peo- 
ple of Wilmington amounts to $3 
million 

‘The commissioners, on November 
3, listened to the engineering pro 
posals from people in the firm of 
Weston & Sampson (now of 
Wakefield), That is the firm which 
had designed the award winning 
purificaiton station off Butters Row 
‘The engineers have been doing a 
preliminary study for a treatment 
plant in North Wilmington 

‘Three sites are proposed. One 
would be northerly of the Salem 
Street pumping station, The second 
would be off Ainsworth Road, on the 
north side. The third would be at the 
Barrows pumping station, and 
would include that station as a part 


State has $8m for 
watershed protection 


Eight million dollars is available 
from the Commonwealth of 
Masschusetts for the acquisition of 
land to protect watersheds in the 
various communities of the state 
The money is specifically 
for the protection of * 
underground reservoirs of water 

The Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners filed an application 
for some of this money during Oc: 
tober. Wilmington, it has become 
known, was number 32 out of 72 com: 
munities which have filed for the 
money 


Because the commissioners have, 
during the past year had an 
underground survey conducted, 
Wilmington stands an excellent 
chance of getting funds. Local mat 
ching of funds is not necessary 
There are a number of old lots of 
land, from former real estate sub- 
divisions of land, which are over 
some of the aquifers. Land along 
Lubbers Brook, on both sides of 
Shawsheen Avenue, is a particular, 
in this instance. The commissioners 
seek to purchase this land before it 
becomes diverted to another use.

The site near the Salem street well 
would be in the flood plain, and as a 
result would require approximately 
$850,000 for fill and other items. The

Extra work at the proposed 
Ainsworth Road site would cost 
"about $760,000. There is ledge, at a 


point that is 14 feet below the 
ground, and rock blasting would be

At the Barrows well site rock is 
about 22 feet below the surface, but 
the engineers had to assign other 
costs, "to be realistic."" The “extra” 
money would be approximately 
$325,000 

The approximate total cost for a 
facility, the engineers said, would be 
$4.6 million, Add to that 25 percent 
for engineering, and the other costs, 
including some renovation at the 
Barrows well, and the engineers 
came up with a figure of $6.1 million. 

Chairman George Allan of the 
commissioners voiced an opinion 
that the town meeting would never 
vote for such a figure 

Allan was assured by the 
engineers that there is “plenty” of 
money in Chapter 406, That is a fund 
to assist communities searching for 
pure water sites, and who are 
building because of such a need 
Wilmington, Allan was told, could 
get as much as $2.4 million. 

Allan observed that if the land had 
been sold in the town meeting the 
cost would have been lower, Another 
$1.3 or $1.4 million, he said, would be 
reassuring news for th evoters in the 
town meeting, 

Water, for the residences of Wilm 
ington, ‘he said, now costs the 
families about $100 a year. With the 
plant costing as much as it seemed, 
the cost in 1987 would be $161 a year

You don't run a business that 
way, and you can't run a school that 
way," said Robert Brooks, business

Perhaps the clearest picture of the 
situation was given by school com 
mitteevice chairman Bernard Hoar 
They can press the five participating 
communities for increases, he said, 
and they can press the state for in.

he walked out. Stanley talked with 
him before he left. He was disgusted 
about the other hospital 

There was a lady from New 
Hampshire. She had no circulation 
in one leg. A few days later doctors 
operated and unblocked a few 
arteries in the groin.

The fourth Timothy probably did 
not serve in 1814, as he would have 
been only 12. He later moved to Ohio 
and became a noted jurist 

His brother Sears Cook moved to 
Philadelphia and became a govern- 
metn mathematician. It was the 
Sears Cook Walker family, in later 
years which gave the town some 
money to be used for educatonal pur. 
poses, and which money caused the 
town to name a school after the 
family - the Walker School 

It is to be guessed that Mildred 
(Buck) Neilson (your mother) was 
in the first classes to attend that 
school, back in 1896. 

The “other’ side of the canteen 
seems to mean that the owner serv- 
ed in the Second Regiment. This 
could have been the Second Mid- 
dlesex Regiment, Infantry, During 
the War of 1812 both Wilmington and 
Burlington men served (in different 
companies) in that regiment. 

There was at least one Timothy 
Walker in Burlington. He became, 
about 1855, the president of Harvard 
College. It is to be doubted that he 
could have owned the canteen

Traffic problems 


The traffic situation in Wilmington is not good. There is no 
doubt to that point. Some people, and at least one local of- 
ficial seek to blame the situation on local industry. 

Addressing the blame in such a manner is simplistic — and 
neither the cause nor any solution is simple. 

Wilmington has several problem areas for traffic flow. 
Some areas involve industry, some involve residents and 
some involve a combination of factors. 

Anyone who has to drive to Ballardvale Street in the morn- 
ing would undoubtedly qualify for a medal. Even with of- 
ficers directing traffic, the intersection of Route 125 and 
Ballardvale Street is a mess. Planning for improvements to 
that street are in the design stage, and work should be under- 
way next year. 

Many of Wilmington's so-called back roads also have long 
lines of cars during rush hour. Glen Road, Woburn Street, 
Wildwood Street, Aldrich Road, Adams Street and Concord 
Street are among the roads heavily used by people looking 
for short-cuts. Many of these people are Tewksbury or 
Billerica residents seeking easy access to Route 93, They are 
trying to avoid Wilmington Center. 

Wilmington Center is a prime bottleneck. The lines of cars 
extend in four directions as rush-hour traffic seeks to get 
through the intersection. These cars are from a multitude of 
sources, including local industry, Tewksbury and Billerica 
residents heading to and from Route 93, as well as Wilm- 
ington residents on their way to Burlington and other places. 

Where does one look, to assess the ‘blame’ for this traffic?” 
Yes, of course, you will find many of the cars are headed for 
industrial plants. And by the same token, at the other end of 
the journey, they will be found parked in residential 
driveways — some in Wilmington, some in other towns. 

One explanation lies in the changing of population patterns. 
More people are working. Not only have many women 
entered the work force, but so have a large number of young 
people. While Wilmington’s population has increased very lit- 
tle in the past ten years, the number of working adults has 
gone up. The population includes fewer children and more 
adults. 

More people have more cars. Drive around town and count 
how many cars are in each driveway — three, four, maybe 
five. Twenty years ago, there would be one or two. 

But if there is any one reason for traffic problems, it is in- 
adequate roads, and the lack of public transportation. 

So why doesn’t Wilmington have adequate roads? One of 
the reasons is that Wilmington is bisected by Route 93. Roads 
that would be acceptable in a town without a major artery 
are too small in Wilmington. Motorists are using small roads 
such as Glen Road and Salem Street to reach Route 93. 

Wilmington planners have seen the problem for years. The 
most recent effort to build a new Route 129 to by-pass Wilm- 
ington Center has been stalled for more than a dozen years. 
At one point, the county was within weeks of calling for bids 
on a road to parallel Main Street, when the U.S. Congress 
passed the Environmental Protection Act. The road was 
never built. 

That means that anyone from Tewksbury or Billerica go- 
ing to work by way of Route 93 must go through Wilmington 
Center. 

If there is a reason why there is more traffic, it is growth. 
Lack of growth is stagnation, with accompanying unemploy- 
ment 

For if you accept that people want to have families and 
have jobs, then you must accept that people will have to com- 
mute between home and work. 

Rather than complain about traffic, rather than blame 
anyone for the problem, it would be more realistic to seek 
solutions to the traffic problems 

Better signage would help. Make sure that traffic is not be- 
ing mis-directed into neighborhoods where drivers do not 
want to go. 

A much larger project would be to establish a public 
transportation system, geared at needs within the area, in- 
stead of the Boston commuter, Not only would it hopefully 
reduce the number of cars on the road, but also provide an 
alternative means of transportation, a boon to persons 
unable to drive, be it due to handicaps, lack of license or lack 
of car. 

Obviously, there has to be some improvement in the roads. 
Will the state ever improve Route 129? Who knows? 

For the average motorist, and for the resident watching the 
lines of cars pass by, there is only only one solution — infinite 
patience.

Tewksbury’s 
Season of the Witch

Tewksbury High School football's 
Season of the Witch kept right on 
rolling in the dank darkness of 
Lowell's Cawley Stadium Friday 
night, as the Red Raiders mustered 
a touchdown in the final seconds of 
the game to negate a tremendous 
TMHS break and hand coach Bob 
Aylward’s Redmen an 18-13 heart 
breaker for their fifth loss of the 
season 

Friday night's loss ended 
Tewksbury's shot at a winning 
season, as the tough-luck team drop- 
ped to 2-5-1 with games remaining 
against Lawrence and Wilmington 
This will be Tewksbury’s first losing 
season since 1978 (2-8-0) and only the 
second under-.500 campaign during 
Aylward’s 10 years at the helm 

This season has also been the 
toughest to take for the coach, his 
staff and his young team. One 
strange tough loss after another, 
with the typically Tewksbury com 
ebacks either coming up short or 
coming unglued in the games’ key 
moments. 

This most recent defeat was no dif. 
ferent. With time winding down late 
in the final quarter, the Redmen 
engineered a 70 yard go-ahead drive 


behind the arm of sophomore 
quarterback Kob Aylward, who was 
playing his first game since break- 
ing a wrist against Chelmsford Oc 
tober 8. 

Down 12-7 in what had developed 
into a second half defensive strug. 
gle, Tewksbury took off after 
recovering a Lowell fumble at the 
TMHS 30 with 1:27 left to play in the 
game. The Redmen then marched 
the length of the field in less than a 
minute, with the key play being an 
Aylward to Steve Gale to Ken 
Coviello flea-flicker pass that 
covered 22 yards into Lowell ter

Getting a Gun License

Do you want to buy a gun? If 
you do, for personal use, or for 
target shooting, a very popular 
sport, or to go hunting, go to your 
local police station and apply for 
a permit to carry a firearm, BY 
LAW NO ONE CAN BE DENIED 
AN APPLICATION! 

After you fill out the ap- 
plication, most towns put you to a 
test - basic gun law or basic 
shooting tests. Or, you may be 
required to take a course in 
handling a gun before you get the 
permit 

Then, if you can say no to the 
questions posed on the Federal 
form, used in all states, you get 
the permit. 

If you are not under indictment 
or information in any court for a 
crime punishable by im- 
prisonment for a term exceeding 
one year (information is defined 
as a formal accusation of a crime 
made by a prosecuting attorney, 
as. distinguished from an fp 
dictment presented by a grand” 
jury); if you have never been 
convicted in any court of a crime 
punishable by imprisonment for a

term exceeding one year. (Note 
‘The actual sentence given by the 
judge does not matter - a yes 
answer is necessary if the judge 
could have given a sentence of 
more than one year. Also, a yes 
answer is required if a conviction 
has been discharged, set aside, or 
dismissed pursuant to an ex 
pungement or rehabilitation 
statute 

However, a crime punishable

“I 
sell just about any gun that is 
made. And I deal with collec- 
tibles. Most guns are manufac 
tured either in Massachusetts or 
Connecticut. 1 am the most hated 
gun dealer in these parts because 
I am the most reasonable ... my 
prices are the cheapest ones in 
the state 

Elicone says men buy more 
guns than women do. “The man 
who is the best customer is apt to 
be the man who is into guns as a 
hobby - and for target shooting

Depending on his financial status, 
he might buy a gun every other 
month.” 

“I have a man customer who 
buys a gun once a year for hun 
ting. And I have a man customer 
who buys guns for personal 
protection. He works alone, runs 
his own business, is open nights 
and works in a bad area. He keeps 
up on the best and latest han- 
dguns,"’ Elicone explains. 

There are men who buy guns 
for investment purpo: ac- 
cording to Elicone. “They are into 
collectibles and there are coun 
tless collectibles - they go back to

Elicone guesses, ‘I don't really 
know, but I'd feel safe in saying 
there are more guns out there in 
the country than there are 
people.””

by construction of so many 
skyscrapers in the city. 

‘This needle-shaped tower is a 
major attraction with ap- 
proximately 1.8 million visitors 
each year. Not for the faint of 
heart, its four elevators, glass- 
enclosed from floor to ceiling on 
one side, whisk visitors up the 
outside at a speed of 1200 feet per 
minute to the Skypod in an ex- 
citing ride with a spectacular 
view for those brave enough to 
look. Only one elevator ascents 
from the Skypod to the Space 
Deck, an observation galley at 
1465 feet. 


The Skypod contains 
“Sparkles,” the highest nightclub 
in the world, and an outdoor 
observation deck, and the Top of 
Toronto, a revolving restaurant 
with a seating capacity of 400 at 
1,150 feet. 

If glass-enclosed outside 
elevators aren’t your thing and 
you're into physical fitness, you 
can climb the longest metal 
staircase in the world totaling 
2570 steps in about an hour to the 
top or miss the view and stay at 
the tower base which has a 
restaurant and shops. Needless to 
say we all braved the elevators 
and it was worth it. 

Everything from the forces of 
nature to man-made disasters 
were taken into consideration in 
its design during construction. 
However, as luck would have it, 
while 1,136 feet up we could see 
the gathering storm clouds ap- 
proaching and in no time at all we 
were in the midst of a thunder and 
lightning storm. Assured of its 
safety, we learned that lightning 
strikes the tower about 60 times a 
year but there is no danger 
because every surface is attached 
to copper strips running down the 
tower and connected to the 
grounding rods buried below the 
surface. 

Dinner in a revolving 
restaurant at a height equivalent 
to 110 stories is quite a fascinating 
experience and the view and 
cuisine rivaled each other for our 
attention. The view was 
breathtaking — All Toronto, Lake 
Ontario and the outlying areas 
seemed to be miniature models 
with toy boats and cars moving 
slowly about. We could look down 
into the Blue Jay's Stadium and if 
the rain had not canceled the 
game, we could have had an 
occasional view of it as we slowly. 
revolved by. Dinner was a choice 
of shrimp or tenderloin of pork 


with French onion soup, salad, 
vegetables and fruit and pastry 
dessert, all delicious. They had.an 
appropriate selection of drinks 
named in the space theme such as 
a “blast off,” served in special 
glasses which are kept for 
souvenirs. This was our farewell 
dinner and before the end of the 
evening with the Toronto theme 
song playing in the background, 
the restaurant was totally 
darkened to fully appreciate the 
view of the lights of the city 
below. 


Niagara Falls 


The first weekend in July was a 
three-day holiday for both 
Americans and Canadians and it 
seemed they all decided to visit 
Niagara Falls on the same 
Sunday that we were there. 
Enroute we drove through the 
garden of Canada, an area of 
large farms, fruit orchards and 
vineyards. 

Niagara Falls is a bustling 
tourist town with a tremendous 
range of man-made attractions 
but nothing compares to the 
natural wonder and majesty of 
the falls. Ton after ton of 
spraying, foaming and rushing 
water thunderously plunge 176 
feet downward into the Niagara 
River from the Horseshoe Falls 
as the Canadian side is called 
The falls are considered to be one 
of the seven great natural won- 
ders of the world. There is a 
fascination about watching this 
sight that never diminishes no 
matter how many times one visits 
here. 

The heat was record-breaking 
and we gladly donned the heavy 
rubber-hooded rain gear for a 
soaking ride to the very base of 
the falls on the upper deck of the 
rugged little ‘Maid of the Mist’ 
No. 5, the newest of the fleet 
Sightseeing of the area was from 
a double-decker bus. 

Widely known as a tourist at- 
traction, the falls are an im- 
portant source of electricity for 
eastern Canada and northeastern 
United States. Ontario Hydro 
Commission's two power plants 
are among the world’s largest 
and the surrounding area is 
heavily industralized to utilize the 
energy. 

Lunch in the revolving 
restaurant on the Skylon Tower 
gave us a beautiful view of the 
falls from a height of 520 feet. We 
thought the trip up this tower via 
glass-enclosed elevators was an 
experience but it was tame

compared to the ride up the CN 

Tower. Built in 1965, Skylon is a 
big tourist attraction with several 
levels of shops and restaurants at 
the base. 

Visitors are impressed by the 
beauty of the falls at night, 
brilliantly illuminated with 
colored lights. From November to 
February 1984 Niagara will have 
its first annual Festival of Lights 
to celebrate the beauty of the falls 
in winter. This will include 
spectacular lighting displays and 
a Christmas extravaganza. 

While in Toronto we visited the 
office of the Globe and Mail, a 
national newspaper owned by the 
large Thompson chain. This 
paper is electronically available 
on the same day of publication 
throughout the country via 
satellite printing and compares 
itself to the Wall Street Journal. 

Enroute from Niagara Falls to 
Toronto we relaxed at the home.of 
Jim Dills and his family in 
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suburban Milton where we en- 
joyed a delicious homemade 
buffet style picnic in their coo} 
and shady backyard. Dills is the 
Exééutive Director of the 
Canadian Newspaper Association 
and we were joined by locai 
editors and publishers of small 
papers in the area 

Our visit came to an end and the 
Toronto Airport was the point of 
departure for home. After bidding 
goodbye to our group, four of us 
headed back to New England 
while the rest left for other parts 
of the country. Our luggage was 
considerably heavier with 
shopping and the usual souvenirs 
and we joked about putting on 
Canadian calories. But we 
returned with happy memories of 
the warm friendliness and 
hospitality of the Canadians in 
each of the provinces we had 
visited in their beautiful country 
It was difficult to say Au revoir. 


GUNS 


most popular gun is a 38-revolver. 
For hunting in this state one can 
only use a shotgun, whereas in 
most other states the most 
popular gun for hunting is a 
rifle.” 

Elicone keeps very strict 
government and state records. 

I hung out in his shop for the 
biggest part of a day, so I could 
hear the sales, the information 
asked for and given, the answers 
that most customers were 
generous enough to give me in 
response to my questions. One 
man was buying a handgun for a 
cousin's birthday, one man 
wanted specific ammunition, one 
customer wanted all the  in- 
formation he could get on buying 


secondhand guns one man 
bought the best automatic ... The 
phone rang endlessly and most 


calls were about guns. 

I was told, “People hate to be 
robbed. They become angry. If 
the robber is caught he gets off 
too easy. This upsets people the 
most. After a robber held a knife 
and a gun on my pregnant wife 
and she lost our baby - and he 
terrified my family in the middle 
of the night, I bought a gun, and 
T'iluse it!" 

I learned that there are more 
women out there who carry guns 


for protection than you would 
think. And I was told, “A lot of 
nurses carry guns. They nurse in 
a bad section, maybe go on or off 
duty late at night ... they like 
small guns they can carry in their 
pocketbooks. A favorite is a 
Beretta-Jet Fire. Another is a 
Smith and Wesson Chief 
Special.” Every woman I talked 
with has taken courses at a gun 
chartered club 


Elicone says that ten out of 190 
customers are women. “It's hard 
to count them. They come in with 
their fathers, husbands, brothers 
sweethearts ... a husband will get 
the permit or the license and buy 
the gun ... for his wife to use at 
home in case of need."’ 

He says there are thousands of 
women who are into the sport of 
target shooting, and into hunting 
“Women come in to the shop and 
ask how they can buy a gun, they 
want to know what's involved 
Some of them appear em 
barrassed to go through all the 
red tape necessary to acquire a 
gun. But men, now, they aren't 
embarrassed." 

Fifty percent of the people who 
buy guns do so for target 
shooting. The other half, 1 was 
told, buy guns for protection

Parents can shape |

—Exhibit an attitude of basic 
trust that your child will do what 
is reasonable in a responsible 
way; 

—Keep fantasy alive! 

Critical thinking includes both 
the intellectual and emotive 
aspects of how one approaches 
the world. A critical thinker uses 
both cognitive skills and affective 
instincts before making any 
assessments. Alvino states that 
essential elements in becoming a 
good critical thinker are, “a 
person’s attitude, or willingness 
to admit he or she doesn't know it 
all, and a serious desire for 
meaning and clarity.” 

Another way to get children to 
think is by asking them 
philosophical questions in order 
to encourage independent, 
logical, critical and ethical 
thinking. According to the article, 
a parent might respond to a 
child's statement with: “If that is 
so, what follows?" “What is your 
reason for saying that?" and 
“Are there other ways of looking 
atit?”

Although only 5 to 10 percent of 
children are truly “gifted,” the 
right kinds of learning and en- 
vironment at home and at school 
can turn an average student into a 
gifted one, according to an article 
in the November issue of PTA 
Today, the magazine of the 
National PTA. Both factors are 
critical in shaping a child’s in- 
telligence, according to James 
Alvino, author of the article and 
editor-in-chief of Gifted Children 
Newsletter. 

Creativity is important for a 
growing young mind, says Alvino. 
He cites creativity expert, Frank 
Williams, on tips for parents to 
help develop healthy creativity in 
their children: 

—Establish a responsive and 
expressive climate; 

—Encourage self-reliance; 

—Recognize, respect, and give 
emotional support for questions, 
mental manipulations, or unusual 
thinking; 

—Expect and allow for com- 
fortable regression in growth 
patterns of your child, even 
though he or she may be gifted; 

—Establish well-defined 
standards of discipline and 
conduct ; 

—Establish an achievement- 
oriented climate;

A woman who works as a bank 
manager in Tewksbury had this 
to offer: “I can’t help but think 
that two hundred million 


Americans could be wiped out as 
swiftly as those two hundred 
Marines were." 

Not all the comments were on 
the serious side. A typical opinion 
from the lighter side: “I think all 
this news of violence has 
desensitized me,” Robert, a 
college sophomore, told this 
columnist. ‘Take the invasion of 
Grenada: I've been racking my 
brain trying to figure out why 
Reagan decided to pull that in- 
vasion off when he did." Has this 
college sophomore found the 
answer? “I've finally got it. He 
knew that the world premiere of 
the movie ‘The Right Stuff’ was 
going to give a lot of positive 
publicity to his most formidable 
opponent in the "84 presidential 
election, John Glenn. So Reagan 
decided’ to invade the island of 
Grenada just so he could upstage 
all those millions of dollars in 
publicity for ‘The Right Stuff.”

drain on our high-tech brain 
power, and as we do, there will 
also be a marked increase in the 
high-tech strength of these other 
countries. This could spell trouble 
for the United States, which is 
already seeing less and less of its 
young people going into the high 

tech fields,” 

Other comments centered back 
on the important questions at 
hand, the most common of which 
was reiterated by a fellow from 
Wilmington who also works in the 
high-tech field. ‘Can we continue 
to avoid a major war? I don’t 
think so, Just take a look at all the

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got our military on stand-by alert.
